Pubic Notice is hereby given that 
there has been introduced into the 
Council of the Municipal District of 
Ribstone, No. 421, of which the fol¬ 
lowing is a true copy:- 

By-Law No. 11. 

A By-Law of the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict of Ribstone, No. 421, to regulate 
the running at large of animals- 

1. In this By-Law unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requires. 

“Animal” means and includes, horses, 
cattle, sheep, swine, goats and poul 
try. 

2 No animal; the property of any 
person resident or non.resident within 
the said Municipal District of Ribstone 
No. 421, shall at any time be a large 
in any part of the said Municipal 
District. 

3 An animal at large shall be 
deemed to be any animal not under 
direct control of the owner or some 
one acting under his authority: or 
not confined within any building or 
lawful fence. 

4- Any animal a/t large contrary 
to the provisions of this By-law may 
be impounded in the manner herein 
provided for. 

5. Pounds shall be established as 
follows: - 

Division No- 1. on sec. 14-42-l-4m. 
Poundkeeper: O. Meurin. 

Division No. 2. on sec. 16 44-1.4m. 
Poundkeeper: W. O. Harris. 

Division No. 3- on sec. 8 43-2 4m. 
Poundkeeper: A. Williams. 

Division No. 4- ° n sec. 2-44-2 4mm. 
Poundkeeper: H- L. Binghaml 

Division No. 5. on sec. 16-42-3-4m. 
Poundkeeper: W* E. Donaldsin. 

Division No. 6- on sec. 16-44 3 4m. 
Poundkeeper: J. Rusnell. 

6. Any fence conforming with the 
requirements of the Fence Ordin¬ 
ance shall be deemed to be a lawful 
fence. 

7 Notwithstanding anything here¬ 
in contained; any Resident of the 
said Municipal District may allaw 35 
head of horses or cattle to run at large 
for every 160 (one dundred and sixty) i

conviction shall be liable to punish¬ 
ment by imprisonment with or without 
hard labor for a period not exceed 
ing Thirty days: unless such fine 
and costs: including the costs of com 
mital are sooner paid. 

11. Bylaw No. 1., of 1914 ’’Re¬ 

training Animals Running At Large” 
of this Municipal District, is hereby 
repealed. 

And further take notice that the 
above By-law has received the ap¬ 
proval of the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs as provided by Sub Section 5 
of Section 214 of the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict Act: and that unless within 
Thirty days from the publication of 
this Notice at least ten resident elect¬ 
ors of the Municipal District petition 
the Council to submit such By-law 
to the vote of the resident electors of 
the Municipal District; the Council 
will priceed ti pass the same.

offence and shall be liable on sum¬ 
mary conviction to a penalty not ex 
ceeding $100 exclusive of costs; and 
in default of payment thereof to im 
prisonment for a term not exceeding 
two months. 

The Council of this Municipal Dis¬ 
trict have given an undertaking to 
pay the monies borrowed for seed 
grain on or before the 31st day of 
December 1919; and it is hoped that 
borrower^ will clean up their individ¬ 
ual notes as soon as they can mar¬ 
ket the grain. 

The amounts loaned by the Mu¬ 
nicipal District are due and payable 
out of the first grain sold: and the in¬ 
terest on notes will cease on the day 
of payment.
